1 . FAA INFORMS US IT NOT WILLING TO EXEMPT US CARRIERS 
FROM ANTI- HIJACK PRESCREENING REQUIREMENT AT NASSAU 
( REFTEL). DEPT CONCURS IN THIS VIEW. 

2. ACCORDING TO FAA ONLY EXISTING EXEMPTIONS TO PRESCREEN- 
ING REQUIREMENT HAVE BEEN GRANTED AT AIRFIELDS WHERE THERE 
ARE NO TERMINAL FACILITIES OR LAW ENFORCEMENT 
AUTHORITIES AND VERY LIMITED TRAFFIC; IN PRACTICE, 

SUCH CONDITIONS AT REGULARLY SERVED AIRFIELDS PRESENTLY 
EXIST ONLY IN ALASKA AT OUTLYING LOCATIONS USED BY BUSH 
SERVICES. 

3. WHILE IT TRUE THAT THERE HAVE BEEN NO HIJACKINGS OF 
FLIGHTS FROM NASSAU, THIS CONDITION NOT UNIQUE IN THAT OF 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE

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SOME 530 AIRPORTS IN US UNDER PRESCREENING PROGRAM OVER 
400 ALSO HAVE NEVER HAD A HIJACKING. FAA CONSIDERS 
BLANKET PRESCREENING REQUIREMENT APPLICABLE TO US
